Lieutenant-Commander Balfour to Rear- Admiral Sir E. Fremantle. 


Sir, “ Stork,” at Zanzibar, July 25, 1890. 

I HAVE the honour to inform you that I left Delagoa Bay on the morning of 
the 3rd instant, having received 30 tons of coal from the Eastern Telegraph Com- 
pany’s hulk, 20 tons of which were stowed on deck ; we had a very fine passage, and 
arrived off the mouth of the Chinde on the forenoon of Sunday, orp 6th instant. 

At 145 p.m. the Portuguese gun-boat “Tamega,” whi cruizing off the 
mouth of the river, came and anchored about half a-mile fam toe the “ Stork,” shortly 
afterwards her Lieutenant in command, Apollino Gomes da Silva Rodrigues, came on 
board to tell me that he had emphatic orders from his Government to inform any 

vessels who intended to enter the.river that it could not be done under other 
flag that of Portugal. I told him I had equally emphatio instructions from 
Government to enter and sound out the entrance, that I intended to them pee 4 
to examine the bar next day, and, if I found it practicable, to go in with the “ Stork ” 
on Tuesday.

On Wednesday (9th) evening a small Pi screw-steamer, with two masts, 
and a Portuguese ensign at the main, arrived, communicated with the “ Tamega,” 
which had “dressed” with mast-head flags on the steamer being sighted. : 

Thursday morning was thick and raining. When the weather cleared a little, at 
7 a.m., the “'Tamega” had sailed, and the other ship was just visible standing to the 


Surveying operations were proceeded with as weather permitted, without 
sition. On cata the 14th, Lieutenant Lockyer, who was sounding off Poot 
Point in the steam-whaler, was stopped by the officer in command of the stern-wheeler 
“ Cuama,” who asked him for a passage to the “Stork,” to see me, he haying no boat 
of his own. This was, of course, granted, and, on his arrival on board, he protested 
against my entering the Chinde River, but told me the port of Chinde was free as far 
as the upper limits of be ad pants mere pew ng ag Da his instructions, there was no 
objection to any surveying operations outside that limit. 

His instructions apparently differ from those of the “ Tamega,”” whose Commander 
rotested against my ing the bar. In the afternoon the yacht “ Auxiliar,” with 

Governor-General of Mozambique (Colonel Machado) and the Governor of 
Quilimane on board, arrived, and anchored off Foot Point. I visited the “‘ Auxiliar” . 
next day, the 15th, and saw Colonel Machado, who was very anxious I should delay 
entering the Chinde, for, if I did so, it would interfere with and hinder the negotia- 
tions of our respective Governments. I told him I was not going into the Chinde at

At present we have from 200 to 300 of tiees (ecules the railway; 
such labour is, however, entirely voluntary on their part; all we do is to keep back 
their ‘until the necessary sum is earned, viz., 15 dollars; then he or she goes 
before the Liwali, in whose presence the money is paid over to the master. It seems _ 
a simple operation, but it has given a great deal of trouble. 
_ When free, the late slave selects his or her own place of residence, and selects 
their own work, we having nothing further to do with them. 

It take two or three months before I should be able to furnish correct 
numbers of those who have availed themselves of the privilege, according to lists 
prepared by Lugard. ; f : ie 

The scheme is beautiful in theory, but 1 cannot say it is a success, because it 
pleases neither master nor slave, and it has given a very great deal of work.
